Since this hurried call-up 
of repair squads the RAF has 
staged its “ heaviest-ever” 
raids on Berlin, Hamburg, 
Cologne and other important 
war production centres.

When the invasion failed to 
come off last autumn, as 
promised, and Goebbels fobbed 
off the country with various 
excuses, many people were dis- 
turbed. 

Today, after a lapse of 
months, in an effort to 
strengthen the hopes and 
morale of the nation, the 
DEFINITE promise of inva- 
sion is being made. 

The feeling among Nazi 
leaders is that this time the 
people can’t be put off again;

Mussolini Tries To Steal 
A (Ides Of) March On Hitler 


From Our Military Correspondent 


ESTERDAY was one 

Y of the most discon- 

solate days in Musso- 
lini’s life. He had expected 
to proclaim himself as 
the greatest generalissimo 
since Julius Cæsar — the 

Titan who had turned 

Italian defeat into thun- 

dering victory. 

It woula have been a jackal’s 
conquest—as usual. But this 
time Hitler has let him down. 
The Axis time-table has gone 


wrong. 4 ‘ 
And for all his high hopes of 
imperishable fame Mussolini sits 


gloomily behind an Albanian 
battlefield strewn with Italian 
dead. 


The army he threw into the! 


battle is estimated to have lost at 


[least 15,000 men in dead, wounded 


and prisoners. 

The Duce, driving about the 
front in a powerful armoured car 
vainly sanctioned suicidal shock 
tactics, ordered the execution of 
men who retreated, and offered re- 
wards for every Greek taken 
prisoner. 

Here is the story which military 
circles have been able to piece to- 
gether: 

Yesterday was the Ides of 
March, Hitler’s “lucky day.” He 
had decided to seize the propitious 
moment for flinging his Panzer 
divisions and planes against the 
Greeks. 

Mussolini determined to cash 
in. He calculated that when the 
Germans attacked through Bul- 
garia the Greek front in Albania 


would be so weakened that aj 
sharp thrust would roll back the 
Greek lines. 


Though the success might be 
Hitler’s, the Duce decided to steal 
the glory. He ordered a plane a 
week ago, and rushed to Albania 
to take personal command of the 
battlefront. 

Day after day Italian troops kept 
up the offensive. Every day the 
Greeks drove them back with mur- 
derous losses. 

And yesterday Hitler had still 
not moved to the attack. His 
plans, it is believed, were upset 
by his failure to bring Yugoslavia 
in quick time under complete 
Axis domination. 

Mussolini’s offensive has conse- 
quently been mistimed and he is 
left to reflect that the Ides of 
March—however lucky for Hitler— 
was the day when Julius Ceesar 
was bumped off his Roman 
pedestal.

We miss, alas, today a Winston 
for the Home Front, where much 
is in confusion and chaos. A 
dozen years younger, L. G. would 
be of inestimable value as a co- 
ordinating organiser. 

“No one ever tells me any- 
thing,” complained Baldwin 
recently.

And it was L. G.’s bitter jibes, 
the contemptuous irony he poured 
on the complacent head of a 
Chamberlain he never liked, that 
brought down Neville and gave a 
chance to a Winston whom he 
knew was his only possible 
successor. 


PROBLEMS OF 1917 
AND 1941 


N the last war, Lloyd George 

had to deal, as Premier, with 

a grave menace to our food sup- 

plies Ultimately, it was con- 
quered. 

Today, Winston is faced with a 
peril that is greater. 

Then, Lloyd George had to deal 
only with a U-boat peril. In his 
day wireless was in an undeveloped 
state, and flying was in its early 
youth. Bs. 

Winston is Premier in a year 
when the Germans can send out 
long-distance ‘planes over the 
Atlantic, search out our convoys 
and wireless the news back to sub- 
marines waiting like sharks. 

In 1917, when last we faced a 
food crisis, the destroyers owned 
by Japan Italy and France were 
helping to safeguard the world’s 
ocean routes. Yes, and then the 
American Navy played its part. 

Today we have to do the job 
alone. 

People who read, idly, the figures 
of our -shipping losses do not 
realise that, as they are put—the 
statements are true, of course, as 
far as they go—they convey no 
proper explanation of the danger 
in front of us. 

They have read how we have 
taken over so many tons of vessels 
belonging to our conquered Allies, 
that we have bought so many 
ships in ‘America, and that one 
particular week's losses is “ below 
the average.” 

What they do not understand is 
that our total tonnage should not 
be compared with that which we 
controlled before the war, but 
with the 114,000,000 tons, ships of 
all nations, that normally came 
into our ports. 

British ships were only 57 per 
cent., a little more than half, of 
this total. That, the public does 
not realise. 

Lloyd George had to defeat only 
U-boats. Today, there are bomb- 
ing planes. 

French ports which aided us in 
1917 are now in enemy hands. The 
Irish ports, then under our con- 
trol, are now “ neutral.” 


ANOTHER 
MINISTER TO GO?

ee. the other day, we 
heard a whisper that Ronald 
Cross, the Minister of Shipping, 
was to be sent to Australia as 
High Commissioner—made a sort 
of Southern Cross.

INSTON, the supreme master 

of a phrase, used one last 

week that, simple though it was, 

expressed exactly the momentous 

happenings of the preceding few 
hours. 

“The Government and the 
people of the United States,” he 
said, “have, in fact, written a 
new Magna Carta.” 

It is a phrase—it means the 
world’s salvation—that will be 
written in American history. 

You see, one of the three price- 
less copies of Magna Carta is still 
on the other side. It was sent over 
for the World's Fair, where it was 
stared at with worshipping eyes 
by millions.

The first Magna Carta, forced 
from King John, was the begin- 
ning of our Parliamentary 
system.

This other one, signed by Roose- 
velt last Tuesday night, was a 
document of greater import than 
anything signed since Runny- 
mede. 

Conceived by a great President 
in the hours of our grave peril 
last summer, it was challenged, 
line by line, word by word, by 
men who feared that their Chie, 
Executive was being armed wit 
arbitrary powers. 

But when the long battle of 
words was over, the Americans 
became suddenly so united that, 
when Germany threatened to 
sink every vessel that brought 
over the vast supplies that U.S.A. 
had pledged to send us, even a 
leading newspaper that is anti- 
Roosevelt replied that if the Nazis 
thought the States were going “ to 
produce vast quantities of wea- 
pons for our Allies only to have 
them sunk, by some means or 
other, we shall see that they reach 
their destination.” 


INSPIRATION OF 
A GREAT NATION 
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HAT means, of course, that 
America will do her own con- 
voying—by her own Fleet. 

Immediately, more American 
warships were promised us, and 
there was speeded up an “Aid 
Britain” programme that will 
cost the American people 
£1,750,000,000, or a tax burden of

Never in the world’s history has 
one nation behaved with such 
wholeheated generosity to an- 
other. 

You can call it self-interest if 
you like. The truth is that this 
mighty plan of world salvation 
found inspiration in the soul of a 
great people.

Until all the facts can 
be disclosed. it would not be fair 
to ask vou to make a decision for 
which the responsibility clearly 
rests upon my shoulders. 

“Some day the whole story will 
be told. But not now. 

“In these circumstances, I pro- 
pose, subject to your approval, to 
retain my seat and to ask you for 
a vote of confidence as soon as I 
am in a position to put all the facts 
before you 

“If you approve of this course I 
propose to carry out my expressed 
intention to serve the country to 
the best of my ability in another 
and more humble capacity.” 

The executive committee of the 
Association, by 38 votes to 6, ap- 
proved Mr. Boothby's decision to 
retain his seat.

contracts. 

The failure of the Nazi occupa- 
tion of Italy to yield profit has also 
been worrying Hitler. There is 
reason to believe that he may be 
considering a complete change in 
his attitude to Italy and to reduce 
her to the state of a protectorate. 

The Axis creaking inside Italy is 
due to a new and bitter distrust 
felt by the Fascists themselves to- 
wards Nazi duplicity. It is known 
that in order to get Greece out of 
the war, German agents, acting 
with Wilhelmstrasse authority, sug- 
gested that Greece could have what 
she wanted of Albania if the Nazis 
were allowed to get to Salonika. 
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
